ALLEGED SPANISH SPY IN PRISON 


Authorities in ‘Wesbinates Arrest a 
Man with Incriminating Papers. 


Washington, May 7.~An aileged spy was 
arrested in this city tonight, and is now in 
confinement at the arsenal, The authori- 
ties are extremely reticent regarding the 
name of the man. 

It ts known, howéver, that he is an Ameri- 
can, and that up to within three weeks ago 
he had been an enlisted man on a vessel-of 
the United States navy. The arrest was 
made at a boarding house by Chief Wil- 
kie, of the secret service, assisted by Cap- 
tain Gage, of the Eighth artillery, 
guard of a corporal and one man. 

The arrest was made very quietly and 
attracted no attention. It was a military 
procedure, and the police authorities were 
not informed.

Deserved Promotion of One of Geor- 
gia’s Brightest Naval Cadets. 
The nomination and confirmation of Na- 
val Cadet Charles Perry Burt to the rank 
of assistant engineer, with duty on the 
cruiser Minneapolis, pleases the people of

this city, and was appointed to Annapolis

by the late Speaker Crisp. In 1891, when 
he was fifteen years old, he was attending 
the public schools im Americus, Ga., and 
delivering papers in the early morning to 
the subscribers of The Times-Recorder. He 
graduated in the public schools of Americus 
the day he was sixteen years old, June 
17, 1891. 

A few months later a vacancy occurred 
in the naval academy at Annapolis from 
the third Georgia congressional district. 
Judge Crisp appointed Hon. W. A. Wilson, 
of Americus; Professors Robimeon, of Fort 
Valley, and Henderson, of Hawkinsville, 
to conduct a competitive examination to fill 
the vacancy. There were eight contestants, 
young Perry Burt being one and next to 
the youngest. After a rigid examination 
he won the prize. On September 7, 1892, 
he appeared at Annapolis and stood his 
examination by the faculty for admission to 
the naval academy. That night he wired 
his father: ‘“‘Passed every study on first 
direct examination.”’ 

The class of 1896 consisted of seventy~- 
seven. During his four years at the acad- 
emy Cadet Burt was never deficient in any 
branch of study at any annual or semi- 
annual examination. In Jamuary, 1896, the 
beginning of the last half-year of the four 
years’ course, he decided to enter the en- 
gineering bramch of the service, a decision 
made possible only by his high class stand- 
ing. 

He graduated on the 5th of June before 
he was twenty-one and the youngest mem- 
ber of his class. Only thirty-sevem of the 
original seventy-seven members succeeded 
in graduating and Cadet Burt was one 
of eleven who “graduated with credit.’’ 

In April, 1896, two months before his 
graduation, he wrote Judge Crisp, signify- 
ing his desire to be assigned to the Pacific 
squadron to serve the two years of sea re- 
quired by the regulations of the academy 
before getting his commission in the navy. 

He was assigned upon his graduation to 
the United States steamship Philade)phia, 
the flagship of the Pacific squadron, and 
reported for duty on the Philadelphia on 
July 8, 1896, at Portland, Ore. In the fall 
and winter of 1896 and the spring of 1897 the 
Philadelphia visited in sucession Port Ange- 
les, on the northern coast of the state of 
Washington; San Francisco and San Die- 
go, Cal. Acapulco, Mexico, San Jose, Guat- 
emala, Lima, Peru, and Valparaiso, Chill. 

All the while Cadet Burt was assiduously 
prosecuting his studies in techmical and 
practical naval engineering. On the 8th of 
April, 1897, the Philidelphia, then at San 
Diego, Cal., was ordered to Honolulu and 
remained there until October, when she re- 
turned to San Frahcisco. On the 15th of 
October Cadet Burt was, by order of the 
secretary of the navy, assigned to duty on 
the United States steamship Baltimore 
and returned to Honolulu. 

On February 12th, while in the harbor of 
Honolulu, the Baltimore was caught in a 
sever storm, young Burt at the time being 
the only engineering officer on board. He 
had entire command of the force in mamag- 
ing the complicated machinery of the ship, 
and stood ba the engine through the peril- 
ous night. The ship successfully weather- 
ed the storm to the great relief and satis- 
faction of the young engineer, and he wae 
awarded the hearty congratulations of his 
superior officers. 

On the 24th of March he received ofders 
to proceed without delay to Annapolis, 
where he arrived on the 6th instant and was 
at once ordered to duty as assistant engi- 
neer on the United States ship Minneapolis, 
one of the ships of the flying squadron.

It is probable that a large crowd willl 
witness the arrival, as the coming of the 
Spaniards is unusual and will be a thrill- 
ing sight to witness. On account of the 
number that is expected to be present at 
the train, the line of march to the post 
will be guarded and no one will be allowed 
near where the soldiers will pass. No time 
will be lost in carrying them to the guard

heuse, and once there, with the big doors 


made of wrought iron and steel between the 
Spaniards and liberty, no fears will be felt 
for their escape. 

The detachment of soldiers from the 
wenty-fifth infantry is made up entirely 
of negroes and is under the command of 
Lieutenant Mose. The detachment will 
probably be stationed here unless it is 
found that the prisoners can be guarded 
with safety by the small number of men 
who are now at the post. 

Colonel Cook Will Command. 

Colonel Henry Cook, who has been order- 
ed to return, with the headquarters of the 
Fifth regiment, to Fort McPherson, will be 
in command of the post as soon as he 
arrives here, which will probably be in 
the early part of the week. 

He will assume charge of the post and the 
men stationed here will have supervision of 
the prisoners of war and the treatment 


they will receive will be according to his | 


desires. No policy has yet been communi- 
eated to the officials in Atlanta as to the 
way in which the captives will be treated, 
and it is thought that Uncle Sam will not 
be severe on the first lot, as at the time 
of the capture of the prisoners they were 
not showing any violence toward the gov- 
ernment, although they were bitter ene- 
mies, 

As the war progresses it is thought the 
general policy of the government of the 
United States toward the care of prisoners 
Will be governed by the way in which the 
American citizens and soldiers when they 
are captured are treated by the Spanish 
government. : 

The post is ready for the reception of 
the unfortunate dons and the guard house 
has been inspected by the officers at the 
post to learn if there are any defects in 
it by which the prisoners might effect an 
escape. 

Those stationed there are in great expec- 
tancy to know just what kind of a show- 
ing the Spaniards will make and much 
curiosity is extant among the small num- 
ber of soldiers. 

More May Come. 

It was rumored yesterday that the post 
would be made a regular prison for all 
Spanish soldiers captured during the war. 
When it was announced that the post 
would be used to keep the present prisoners 
it was thought to be only a temporary ar- 
rangement. but yesterday it was said on 
authority that the post was a good inland 
location where the prisoners could be kept 
with great safety, and the arrangements 
would be so made to have all those captur- 
ed during the continuance of the war kept 
here. 

If this is the decision of the war depart- 
ment a larger jail will be made. More 
soldiers will have to be brought here and 
the post will be one of the most interesting 
and active military stations in the country. 

Recruits for the Third battalion of the 
Fifth regiment will soon be received. The 
recruiting office will be opened as soon &s 
the headquarters of the regimemt Is brought 
here. About 400 men will be wanted, and 
it is thought that there will be little trou- 
ble to secure this number. If the Spanish 
prison is located definitely here the new 
battalion will probably be kept at the post 
to protect the property and guard the pris- 
oners. 


OFFICERS GO TO GRIFFIN. 


Will Prepare for the Organization of 
the Regiments and Will Put the 
Camp in Shape.

SOLDIERS ARE 
UF FOR CAMP 


First Detachment Georgia Vol- 
unteers Go to Grif, 


ANOTHER LEFT IN AFTERNOGK 


Captain Willcoxon in Command and 
Accompanied Men to Camp. 
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CHEERS ARE GIVEN AND RETURNED 


Soldiers Were in Happy Mood and 
Were Glad To Be Off To Enter — 
Into Greater Activity—Move- 
ment of the Soldiers 
Today. 


FORTY-THREE YOUNG MEN, STRONG, 
stalwart, willing and brave,’ left Atlanta 
early yesterday morning to go into camp 
at Griffin. This is the first detachment to 
be taken under the care of the government, 
and it was a happy little company of sol- 
diers, when they left the city. 

Captain Cleveland Willcoxon commanded, 
and the first sharp orders some of the men 
ever heard were shouted to them as they 
were carried to the train. Another de- 
tachment left the city for the camp at 
Griffin yesterday afternoon composed of 
thirty-six. 

These two lots of soldiers went through 
the physical examination Friday, and yes- 
terday were sent at once to the camp, 
where they can begin as soon as possible 
the actual experience of camp existence, 
and become hardened to the life that they 
will be compelled to live while going 
through the rough campaigns in Cuba. 

The men making up the first two detach- 
ments were glad to be away to what they 
called the front, and cheered when the com- 
mand came for them to go to the train and 
proceed into camp. 

Being the first to go from Georgia, they 
excited more interest than any others that 
will go. Many people watched for their 
coming and waited te get a glimpse of the 
men whd would represent the Empire 
State of the South in the struggle. Those 
who wanted a worthy representation were 
not disappointed, for the fellows had the 
outward appearance of being able to stand 
bravely any hardships that may be heaped 
upon them. 

Very few of them have had any military 
training, but the spirit of the occasion 
made them more erect and agile than they 
would at other times have been. Their 
minds dwelt upon the one idea of when 
they would be among the enemy mowing 
them down. The dreams of the future 
were with them, and unconsciously they 
seemed to feel themselves receiving com- 
mendation for their soldierly bearing from 
the commander of the army. 

The detachment gathered at the Hunter 
greet front of the capitol early yesterday 


—_ 
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morning, and the prospects enlivened them. 
An old veteran came ,along and one of 
the boys asked him td go with them, as 
they would have a good time and lots of 
fun. 

“We are going to war,” he said. 

“You may call it fun, but it was hell in 
the sixties,’’ answered the veteran. 

A short ,time before the hour for the 
train to leave, Captain Willcoxon called 
the men together and told them to fall in 
their places, forming a straight line, The 
men, after some confusion, ‘not knowing 
what was meant, arranged themselves, and 
the march to the train was commenced. 
It was expected that the confederate vei- 
erans of Atlanta would accompany them, 
but there were none, and *..e boys went 
without this distinguished escort. 

The walk to the depot was quick and 
spirited. The men found their special car 
waiting in the depot, and this was boarded. 
Hundreds admired the boys along the 
route of the march, and they were cheer- 
ed and cheered in return when they were 
upon the train. 

The train left amid cheers, and the boys 
as well as those present when the train 
left will never forget the scene. It was 
a patriotic demonstration werthy for pa- 
triots to render to soldiers, and the men 
appreciated the interest shown in their 
departure and the words of good cheer 
that went with them. They arrived at the 
camp in Griffin at 10 o'clock, and were 
immediately placed in camps. 

The Second Detachment Goes. 

The second detachment of the same com- 
pany, commanded by a sergeant, left over 
the Central railroad at 4:10 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and these were likewise given a 
lively send-off by the crowd around the 
depot. The departure of the troops has 
been looked for some time, and the people 
were ready to show their interest in the 
soldiers that would volunteer to protect 
the flag when they were called wpon to 
do so.

LARGE PLANING MILLS GONE. 


Fire at Columbus Destroys Valuable

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STRANGE POLITICAL COMPLICATION EXISTS 


inning veaiees 
The Matter Will Have To Be Finally 
Settled by the State Democratic 
Convention. 


Brunswick, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The 
primary election Thursday last was the 
second one held in Glynn county within 
fifteen days to select nominees for the gen- 
eral election. 

The strangeness of this action of the 
voters has attracted unusual attention in 


State politics, and is puzzling more than 


one thinker in counties where the political 
seas run smoothly and such a things as in- 
tense factional politics never disturbs the 
equanimity of the average voter’s mind. 
To the observing one the question arises, 
is there not something in the atmosphere of 
the coast counties that drives men. cross- 
wise on political questions, makes brothers 
fight brothers, and even arouses the women 
folks to intense activity when the partisan 
politicians are lined up for the fray? It ts 
a well-established fact that the counties 
of Chatham and Glynn furnish more po- 
litical furore and appear before the general 
public in more puzzling situations than any 
two counties In this section combined. Just 
at this time it is Glynn’s turn, and she is 
making a star play of her part that will 
reach within the precincts of the state con- 
vention hall and give various men an oppor- 
tunity to tell what they think is the duty 
which lies before the state democratic par- 
ty in reference to their particular side of 
the case. 

This state of affairs is due to the action 
of Mr. F.._E. Twitty, who, as chairman of 
Glynn’s democratic executive committee, 
elected two years ago, declined to abide by 
the decision of two-thirds of that committee, 
as expressed by their vote, in regard to the 
day set for a primary, the qualifications of 
a voter and rules regulating its conduct, 
but immediately afterwards called a meet- 
ing of citizens organized under the name of 
the Good Government Club, alleged to be 
composed regardless of party affiliation, 
and by its instructions called a mass meet- 
ing to antedate the instructions given him 
as chairman by a more than two-thirds 
votes of his original committee. This move 
by Chairman Twitty made Glynn have two 
primaries—one called for by the executive 
committee which two years ago elected Mr. 
Twitty as their chairman, and the other or- 
dered by an executivé committee elected at 
a mass meeting of Good Government Club 
men and participated in by Chairman Twit- 
ty and four other members of the commit- 
tee which still exists as, and claims to be 
administrators of county affairs. The elec- 
tion of the new committee was a one-sided 
affair participated in only by members of 
the Good Government Club, and they elect- 
ed Mr. Twitty as their chairman. This 
gave Glynn two executive committees, each 
claiming to be the only original one, and 
these two committees ordered primaries of 
their own in which npne of the other side 
participated. " . 

The executive committee elected two years 
ago met first and named May ith as the 
date for their primary. After this was 
done the executive committee elected at 
the Good Government mass meeting se- 
bected April 28th for their primary. The 
primary April 28th being conducted solely 
for the Good Government men, the following 
named candidates were voted for:

There is every indication that, the lines 
are sharply drawn on the gubernatorial 
race, and in that the peculiar malignancy 
of a Glynn county political fight is illus- 
trated, considering the fact that this Is 
Judge Spencer R. AtKinson’s home county. 
With few exceptions it seems that Judge 
Atkinson {s being made the victim of local 
political animosities by the voters, and the 
same reasons which prompt the fight being 
made by the Good Government people are 
responsible for the opposition in Glynn to 
Judge Atkinson. 

The men who are appearing most promi- 
nently to the front in the Good Government 
movement are Judge A. J. Crovatt, Hon.

“1S IN DISFAYOR 


The Efiagham Hussars Have a Full- 
Sized Revolt. 


THE NEW CAPTAIN STICKS 


Although It Is Claimed He Had Agreed 
To Resign. 


THE MEMBERS ARE VERY INDIGNANT 


The Captain Calls on Them To Get Out 
Instead and He Will Fill Their 
Places with New Men. 


Guyton, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—The Ef. 
fingham Hussars, one of the oldest and best 
known cavalry organizations in the state, 
appears to be on the verge of dissolution 
as a result of the ill feeling engendered in 
the company by the refusal of Captain Mor. 
gan to resign as commander. Several excit- 
ing meetings of the company have been 
held and considerable exhibition given of 
the extend of the bitterness which has 
split tae Hussars into two factions and ren- 
dered a united action seemingly an impos- 
sibility. A large element of the company, 
probably a large majority, refuse positively 
to serve any longer under Captain Morgan, 
either in peace or in war, and threaten ff 
he does not resign to quit the service of the 
State or organize another company. 


The New Captain. 


The trouble in the company dates back 
to the death of Captain Berry, of Spring- 
field, who, it will be remembered, was mur- 
dered on the road while returning home 
from Savannah. At the meeting called to 
choose his successor Captain Morgan was 
elected, with @ large minority against him. 
The company refused to make his nomina- 
tion and election unanimous, but despite 
this Captain Morgan took charge, hoping 
that the ill feeling would be short lived. 
Instead of dying out, though, the bitterness 
has been intensified by different events, un- 
til the company got in such a state that it 
seemed almost impossible to get even a 
squad of the men together to drill. So evi- 
dent was it that the company was rapidly 
going to pieces that a special meeting was 
called about a fortnight ago to consider 
the question of reorganization and tender- 
ing services for the war. At this meeting, 
which was largely attended, the question 
was put to @ vote as to whether the com- 
pany desired Captain Morgan to any longer 
continue incOmmand. The result was over- 
whelmingly ‘against the captain, who, the 
men claim, then agreed to forward his 
resignation to the governor and make room 
for a successor. The company also vot.d 
on the other officers and decided to retain 
Lieutenants Dasher and Neidlinger in their

MILITARY DIVISIONS 
WAY BE CHANGED 


Great Difficulty Experienced in Assign- 
ing Major Generals. 


—_—---—— 


NOT ENOUGH ARMY COMMAND 


Departments Now in Existence May | 


Be Wholly Wiped Out. 


CORBIN PREPARES “ATABLE TO BE USED - 


Ranking Officer Is Shown by the 
Length of Service He Has Ren- 
dered in the Army.

Washington, May 7.—Secretary Alger and 
General Miles spent some time today con- 
sidering the assignment of the major gen- 
erals to the several army corps into which 
the regular and volunteer branches army 
are to be divided. Some of these, it is 
said, have been finally decided upon, but 
the announcement of the selection cannot 
be had for the present. 

There are fourteen major generals in all 
and only seven corps, and as every gen- 
eral would prefer to be given one of the 
higher commands considerable difficulty is 
experienced in arriving at conclusions. 
Then. too, there are obstacles to be met in 
the way of designating the territory em- 
braced in the scope of each corps. 

In dealing with this feature the officials 
have about decided to make a rearrange- 
ment of the eight military: departments of 
the army. This is regarded as necessary 
because of the prospective growth of the 
military branch to 200,000 men. A change 
in the divisional lines will, it is stated, be 
conducive to better administrative 
agement and is cons‘dered desirable from a 
military and defensive standpoint. 

Some of the major generals and also some 
of the brigadiers are to be stationed at 
Washington and at Chickamauga, where, 
it is said, the larger portions Sf the volun- 
teer army will be mobilized. 

Adjutant General Corbin ‘has prepared a 
table showing the relative rank of the 
maior generals of volunteers based on the 


length of service each has had in the reg-! ject. 


ular and the volunteer:armies of the coun- 
try. 

The table is interesting because it shows 
the ranking Officer in the event that two 
or more are for any reason thrown together 
and it may also be used as a ‘basis in de- 
tailing. the major generals to corps com- 
mander, although: the latter is essentially 
a prerogative of the president.

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CONVENTION. 


Episcopal Church of Georgia Has Im- 
portant Business Before It. 

Savannah, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Most 
extensive preparations are being made for 
the meeting here of the seventy-sixth an- 
nual convention of the diocese of Georgia, 
which will begin at St. John’s church on 
Wednesday, May 18th. Tuesday preceding 
the convention will be given up to the meet- 
ings of all the important committees on dif- 
ferent matters with which the convention 
will have to deal. 

There will be three bodies in session dur- 
ing this convention—the Woman's Auxili- 
ary, which has to do with the missionary 
work of the women of the Episcopal church 
of Georgia; the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew, and the diocesan convention. The 
subj ct of the division of the diocese of 
Georgia is perhaps the most important 
question which will come before the con- 
vention. It is well known that the bishop 
of Georgia has for a long time had, if any- 
thing, more than he eould do in giving at- 
tion regularly and visiting the 119 churches 
and missions throughout the state. The 
question of the division of the diocese was, 
therefore, at the last meeting of the conven- 
tion left to a committee composed of Rev. 
Charles H. Strong, chairman, of Savannah; 
Rev. Mr. Dodge, of St. Simon’s Milis: Mr. 
Knight, dean of the cathedral of Atlanta; 
Hon. Frank H. Miller, of Augusta, and B. 
M. Davis, of Athens. 

Rev. Charles H. Strong, as chairman of 
the committee, will make a report on this 
important subject on Thursday night, and 
the question wiil be made the special order 
for that night. The report is a most compli- 
cated one, and suggests two different lines 
of division. Numerous questions had to be 
taken into consideration in getting at these 
lines, such as church numbers, the financial 
standing of the diocese and the property 
owned by it in different sections. Rev. Mr. 
Strong says his committee will not make 
any recommendations, but will simply lay 
the report before the convention and let the 
debate proceed upon the suggestions made. 

The fifth annual convention of the Broth- 
erhood of St. Andrew in the state of Geor- 
gia, will also meet here at the same time. 
The councii will\meet on the night of the 
ljth of May and on the day of the 18th. 
The local chapters here are looking for 
large delegations from all parts of the state, 
and are making arrangements for an en- 
joyable meeting. The evening of the 17th 
will be devoted to a mass meeting to be held 
in St. John’s church. Prominent. speakers 
from different parts of the state will make 
addresses upon the subject, ‘“‘The King and 
His Kingdom,” “‘Prayer to the King,’ and 
‘‘Whose Service is Perfect Freedom?” 

An address of weicome on behalf of the 
local chapters will be delivered by one of 
our prominent lawyers here, and among 
the speakers on the occasion will be the 
Rev. F. F. Reese and Mr. Q. A. Coleman, of 
Macon.

Increase in Grain and Decrease in Cot- 
ton Crops. 

Culverton, Ga., May 7.—(Special.)—Mr. 
F. M. Pooser, of Sandersville, who has 
been runming a portable shingle mill in this 
county, has erected a fruit crate factory 
here and now turns out about 1,000 crates 
per day, working some twelve or fifteen 
hands. He uses poplar and gum in his work 
and it is said by those who know that he 
makes the strongest and neatest crates 
ever offered in this market. 

In the orchard of Mr. W. N. Colemam, at 
Northen, there are 300 acres in peaches and 
the trees are loaded with fruit, as also are 
the trees of Mr. Miiddlebrooks, Colonel R.

The wheat and oat crops all over the 
county are better than for a number of 
years, besides there is 60 per cent more 
small grain planted than for years.

Rule 22—Whatever happens by accident to

Rule 29—A ball must be played wherever 
it lies, or the hole given up except as oth- 
erwise provided for in the rules. 

Rule 30—The term “putting green’ shall 
meah the ground within twenty yards of 
the hole, except hazards. 

Rule 31—All loose impediments may be re- 
moved from the putting green except the 
opponent's ball, when at a greater distance 
from the player than six inches. 


Rule 32—In a match of three or more 


sides, a ball in any degree lying between 
| the player and the hole must be lifted, or, 
1 if on the putting green, holed out. 

Rule 33—When the ball is on the putting 
green no mark shall be placed nor line 
drawn as a guide. The line to the hole may 
be pointed out, but the person doing so may 
not touch the ground with the hand or 
club, The player may have his own or his 


partner's caddie to stand at the hole, but 
none of the Players, nor their caddies, may 
move So as to shield the ball from, or ex- 
pose to it, the wind. The penalty for any 
breach of this rule is the loss of the hole. 

Rule 34—The player or his caddie may re- 
move (but not press down) sand, worm 
casts or snow lying around the hole or on 
the line of his put.

Rule 35—Either side is entitled to have the 
flag stick removed when approaching a hole.

Rule 3—A player shall not play until the 
opponent's ball shall have ceased to roll, 
under the penalty of one stroke.

Rule 38—If a ball split into separate pieces, 
another ball may be put down where the 
largest portion lies; or, if two pleces are ap- 
parently of equal size, it may be put where 
either piece lies, at the option of the player.

opponent his intention to do so. 

Rule 39—A penalty stroke shall not be 
counted the stroke of a player, and shall not 
affect the rotation of the play. 

Rule 40—Should any dispute arise on any 
point, the players have the right of determ- 
ining the party or parties to whom the dis- 
pute shall be referred, but should they not 
agree. either party may refer it to the green 
committee of the green where the dispute 
occurs, and their decision shall be final. 
Should the dispute not be covered by the 
rules of golf, the arbiters must decide it by 
equity.

Friday night the young ladies 
who had been dismissed returned to the 
school for some of their valuable paintings 
which they had been working on during the 
past winter. When found, the pictures were 
all daubed over with white paint so as to 
be utterly useless. It is not known who is 
responsible for the job.

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Let the Law Be Amended. 

A correspondent who seems to be in- 
verested in the present remarkable status 
of the Georgia militia writes us a letter, 
making some interesting comments and 
asking what is to be the upshot of the 
matter. 

The letter is not for publication, which 
is a pity; for it would make racy read- 
ing. 

We don't know what will, but 
kuow what should be the upshot of the 
matter., As one shake-up suggests an- 
other. it is to be hoped that the legisla-

ture will- look into the question and re- 
vise the law, so that the people’s money, | 
appropriated to maintain a state militia, | 
shall be expended for some definite end | 
and not scattered to the four winds. 

The facts of the case are that between 
925.000 and $250,000 of the people's | 
money has been spent during the past 
ten years to equip and maintain a mi- 
litia that should be ready at the call of 
the state whenever an emergency arose. 
The emergency has arisen, and lo! the 
militia is nowhere to be found! Instead 
of a militia organization ready to be 
mustered in by companies and sent to 
the front, the state is put to the addi- 
tional expense of opening up recruiting 
stations at various points, the appropria- 
tion has been expended to no purpose, 
and, when the pinch comes, the state 
must depend for the most part on raw 
recruits. 

Now, not only have the people of the 
state acquiesced in the expenditure of 
money out of the treasury to equip and 
maintain a military organization which 
should be ready in the hour of need, 
but the counties of the state have made 
sacrifices in order to aid and forward 
the purpose of the law. Members of the 
organization have been exempted from 
the payment of street tax and from the 
necessity and duty of serving on ju- 
ries. 4 
In one col ty we could name—not 
Fulton—the r bers of the military 
company havr- \scaped the payment of 
$1,250 in stree oiax to the town. This, 
in effect, is a direct contribution by the 
town to the military organization. The 
state says to its citizens, speaking 
through the law: “It is necessary that 
there should be a military organization. 
There is no telling what moment an 
emergency may arise which calls for the 
active participation of state troops. To 
further and promote the organization of 
@ military force, there has been appro- 
25,000 a year. In addi- 
tion, those who become members will be 
exempt from jury duty and from the 
payment of street tax.”’ 

Now, the purpose of the law is to or- 
ganize an efficient miiitary foree, for 
unless such a force embodies efficiency 
it is useless. We do not say that our 
military organization has been found to 
lack efficiency; we make no criticism; 
we suggest no complaint. We simply re- 
port facts, ‘and these facts show that 
when the emergency came, the organiza- 
tions equipped and maintained by the 
state seemed to have disappeared for the 
most part. At any rate, we find recruit- 
ing stations opened here and _ there, 
showing that the state will have to de- 
pend at least partially on raw recruits, 
unfamiliar with tactics. 

Our correspondent says that the state 
has spent about $250,000 during the past 
ten years to enable our militia compa- 
nies to attend the annua! Griffin frolic,

matter is a serious one to the state. 

We believe it is the view of some of 
the officers of the state organizations 
that the state troops have been ignored. 
That, however, is not the question with 
which we are concerned. It is a fact, 
no matter who is responsible for it, or 
what condition or circumstance is at 
the bottom of it, that when the emergen- 
cy arose—the emergency for which 
the state had been been preparing for 
ten years—it was found that the prepara- 
tion was all to no purpose: that the or- 
ganization maintained under the law was 
not in it, as the phrase goes, 

This much being known, it is the duty

fall to so amend the militia law as to

The military 
organizations should be placed on a war 
footing and maintained at that point and 
degree of efficiency. No man should be 
allowed to become an officer or a private 
thereof who is not physically capable of 
taking the fleld. The military force of 
the state should cease to be a refuge 
for those who simply desire to evade jury 
duty and evade the payment of certain 
taxes. Provision should be made for a 
more rigid discipline. And then, when 
all that is done, it should be made the 
duty of the governor to call out this or- 
ganization, or fractions thereof, when 
an emergency arises.

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The Bond Scheme. 

In the effort to educate public opin- 
ion up to the point of submitting to, if 
not favoring, a bond issue of $500,000,000, 
it is thought important to send out the 
information that Charles Foster, who 
was secretary of the treasury under Har- 
rison, and who has been under some- 
thing of a cloud ever since, is in favor of 
a ‘“‘popular” issue of bonds. 

Foster says he is highly in favor of 
a bond issue, and thinks the peop’e should 
have an opportunity of investing in them. 
Ioster’s opinion is not news to those 
who remember how he went to a bank- 
ers’ banquet in 1892, and there fell into 
the hands of the gold worshipers. He 
went back to Washington and had the 
plates prepared for an issue of bonds in 
order to “strengthen the gold reserve.” 
These bonds would have been issued but 
for the faet that Harrison was a candi- 
date for a second term. 

When a man buys‘a bond, he puts it 
away in a safe and draws the interest 
on it quarterly. When a man accepts a 
non-interest bearing bond (such as a 
greenback or a treasury note for his ser- 
vices) he gets no interest, but has the 
privilege of using the bond as money. 
To issue bonds, such as Secretary Gage 
and the other republican leaders are ad- 
vocating, the people will have to pay 
an enormous sum as interest, for this 
interest must be collected by the federal 
tax-gatherers. To issue greenbacks or 
treasury notes, such as the democrats 
are advocating, the people pay no inter- 
est at all. They simply redeem the note 
at its face value and this redemption 
eoes on every time the note is paid out 
by its holder. 

The essence of the difference between 
republicans and democrats in this mat- 
ter is that the former want to pay capi- 
talists a bonus for their money, whereas 
the latter desire to issue credit money 
that will cost the people nothing but 
its final redemption in specie, and that 
may be beneficently employed as money, 
and thus relieve, to some extent, the 
contraction of the currency that has 
taken place under the gold standard. 

The Constitution hopes and firmly be- 
lieves that the democrats in the senate 
will oppose to the last this insidious 
scheme to rob the people under color of 
law. It-is a question to mike an issue 
of. It is a scheme that calls for oppo- 
sition to the last and uttermost ditch.

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The Spanish Armada. 


Unique in the annals of naval warfare 
is the brilliant victory achieved by Com- 
modore George Dewey in Manila harbor 
just one week ago today. Without los- 
ing one single man or sustaining any 
marked injury to his fleet, Commodore 
Dewey, in the space of barely more than 
two hours, performed the magnificent 
stroke of completely annihilating the 
Spanish ficet stationed in those waters. 
I’ven the defeat of the celebrated Ar- 
mada in 1588 pales in comparison with 
the utter destruction of the Spanish fleet 
in Manila harbor at the hands of Com- 
modore Dewey. 

When the British tars, under the com- 
mand of Drake, Hawkins, Frobisher and 
Winter, met the celebrated Armada in 
the British channel, they were favored 
by the elements, which aided them in 
throwing the enemy into confusion, and, 
moreover, they fought upon familiar wa- 
ters, almost in sight of the harbor lights 
of home. But when Commodore Dewey 
opened fire upon the enemy in the re- 
mote waters of Manila harbor, no such 
friendly agencies assisted him. Over 
7,000 miles from the Pacific coast, with- 
out the inspiration which comes from 
the consciousness of being near home. 
without sufficient coal supplies to give 
him due encouragement, without the na- 
val force which the vessels of the enemy, 
combined with the batteries on the shore, 
possessed, and without the least advant- 
age which familiagity with the surround- 
ing bay might give him, Commodore 
Dewey, with the aid of his intrepid men, 
succeeded not only in surmounting these 
difficulties and in overcoming these odds, 
but in achieving what candid minds in 
both hemispheres must admit to be one 
of the greatest naval victories recorded 
inhistory. 

Since this brilliant engagement in Ma- 
nila harbor vividly recalls to mind the 
fate of the Armada in the British chan- 
nel, some reminiscent mention of that 
grievous blow to Spain may not be 
out of place in this connection, especial- 
ly since it serves to mark the beginning 
of Spain’s tragic downfall. The design 
of “the Armada was to overthrow the 
scepter of Elizabeth and to establish the 
supremacy of Spainin England, together 
with the ascendancy of Catholicism over 
Protestantism. In order to make the 
success of the expedition certain Spain 
taxed her resources to the utmost in 
fitting up the Armada. When ready for 
sea it comprised 140 monster ships, 
manned by 11,000 Portuguese and-Spanish 
sailors. This splendid fleet was to pro- 
ceed at once to Calais, there to meet 
the- duke of Palma at the head of 17,000 
veteran soldiers from the Netherlands. 
From Calais it was the plan of cam- 
paign to proceed at once to Dover, where 
the soldiers should disembark and ad- 
vance immediately upon London, while 
the fleet guarded the entrance to the 
harbor. Winds and waves interfered 
with the execution of this carefully laid 
plan, and several weeks elapsed before 
the Armada, rably disabled and 
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| land in readiness for the impending con- 
flict. Ill enough was England prepared 
to engage in hostilities with this appa- 
rently invincible Armada. In her fleet 
she possessed only thirty-six poorly- 
equipped vessels; but these were supple- 
mented by thirty-three vessels furnished 
by the city of London, eighteen vessels 
furnished by the liberality of private 
citizens and several small craft hired 
for the purpose. Fortunately for Eng- 
land the Spaniards were unacquainted 
with the currents of the channel and 
when hostilities commenced they found 
themselves in sore straits. But to add 
to the confusion of the Spaniards at this 
juncture, heavy winds came up and drove 
the Armada into utter rout. Only eighty 
vessels remained of the magnificent 
equipment when the elements subsided, 
and not less than two-thirds of the sail- 
ors who manned the fleet perished in 
the waves. When the remnant of the 
fleet reached Spain several weeks later, 
after experiencing various other hard- 
ships and vicissitudes, there was little 
in the spectacle which it presented to re- 
call the once superb Armada. In Dare- 
ly more than one month Spain suffered 
the almost complete loss of three long 
vears of industrious preparation in get- 
ting the Armada ready for its ambitious 
enterprise. Since receiving the blow 
which that disastrous failure dealt her, 
Spain has gradually declined from her 
pinnacle of wealth and power. 

But Commodore Dewey's brilliant vic- 
tory in Manila harbor completely over- 
shadows the defeat of the Armada and 
relegates that famous engagement to the 
rear.

American, Warships. 3 

While Great Britain up to the present 
time has enjoyed indisputed prestige 
in the matter of constructing warships 
for other powers, the chances are that 
from the present time on Great Britain 
will meet with lively competition on the 
part of the United States. 

One result of the existing war will be 
to demonstrate effectually the skill and 
ingenuity of craftsmen on this side of 
the Atlentic in the building of effective 
naval engines. We do not yield merely 
to popular enthusiasm when we say that 
this result has already been partially 
achieved in the splendid naval victory 
which Commodore George Dewey has 
scored in the waters of Manila harbor. 
l‘oreign powers which, up to that en- 
gagement, were disposed to look with 
doubt upon the prowess of our warships, 
have since been scarcely able to con- 
tain the wonder and astonishment which 
they have felt over the achievement of 
our Asiatic squadron. That Admiral 
Sampson will succeed in performing in 
Atlantic waters, the same brilliant naval 
feat which Commodore Dewey has per- 
formed in oriental waters there can be 
no doubt either in our own minds or 
in the minds of Europeans. We are con- 
cerned at this juncture only with the 
question: When will our next victory 
upon the seas occur? 

But reverting to the proposition which 
we stated at the outset, it is evident 
from the magnitude of Great Britain’s 
interest in the building of warships for 
other powers that large measures of prof- 
it await us when we once enter into ac- 
tive competition with Great Britain. In 
order to form scme idea of what the fu- 
ture holds in store for us in this respect 
we need only review the records of the 
past eight or ten years. Within this 
period Great Britain has constructed for 
her various patrons the following naval 
engines: Argentina, 2 battleships, 3 
coast defense ships, 3 cruisers and 24 
torpedo boats, besides other smaller 
craft; Austria-Hungary, 2 cruisers and 
30 torpedo boats; Brazil, 2 battleships, 
4 coast defense ships and 16 torpedo 
boats; Chile, 2 battleships, 4 cruisers and 
25 torpedo boats; China, 2 cruisers; Den- 
mark, 1 eruiser and 18 torpedo boats; 
Greece, 1 battleship, 3 cruisers and 8 tor- 
pedo boats, besides other smaller craft; 
Holland, 1 battleship, 4 coast defense 
ships, 10 torpedo boats and 6 smaller 
eraft; Italy, 1 battleship, 3 cruisers and 
40 torpedo boats: Japan, 4 battleships, 
13 eruisers and 14 torpedo boats; Nor- 
way, 2 coast defense ships and 1 torpedo 
boat; Peru, 1 cruiser; Portugal, 1 battle- 
ship, 6 eruisers and 6 torpedo boats; 
Roumania, 6 coast defense ships, 1 
cruiser and 2 torpedo boats; Russia, 1 
cruiser and 4 torpedo boats; Siam, 1 
cruiser; Spain, 2 battleships, 5 cruisers, 
14 torpedo boats and 22 smaller craft; 
Sweden, 3 torpedo boats, and Turkey, 8 
battleships, 3 cruisers and 3 torpedo 
boats. We are indebted for these figures 
to some evidently well-informed writer 
in The Nineteenth Century Magazine, 
who states in addition thereto that Great 
Britain has under construction at the 
present time several battleships, cruisers 
and torpedo boats for different powers. 
We have taken the pains to set forth in 
detail Great Britain’s interest in the 
building of warships in order that our 
readers might form some idea of the 
business in this line which we ourselves 
may hope to do whén the successful is- 
sue of the present war makes it evident 
to the varions powers of the globe that 
the finest naval engines afloat upon the 
seas today hail from the shipyards of 
the United States. 

Great Britain has already paid to our 
American warship builders the highest 
compliment which she could possibly pay 
them in ordéring the immediate con- 
struction of two crui in our Ameri- 
can yards. While sh as been forced 
to do this on account of the existing 
pressure upon her home industry it is 
nevertheless significant that she should 
choose our own in preference to Euro- 
pean shipyards. In taking this step 
she has merely anticipated the action of 
other powers. Within the next few years 
the United States is destined to move 
rapidly to the front in the building of 
warships, if, indeed, she does not suc- 
ceed in winning the laurels which now 
belong to Great Britain.

Davis and the Volunteers. 

Editor Constitutio In these piping times 
of war, when the governors of most of the 
states are permitting the volunteers to se- 
lect officers under whom they wil! ficht 
a little ancient history becomes interesting. 

One of tae most serious controversies 
Which Governor Brown had with the con- 
federate gevernment was upon this ve ry 
subject, “the right of Georgia soldiers to se. 
lect the'r own cfBeers.”’ Governor Brown 
was re-elected governor of Georgia in 1863 
the soldier vote giving him a ma jority. 
thereby showing that the soldiers and the 
people of Georgia believed in the principles 
for which he contended. It is a little 
Strange that Governor Atkinson should put 
Georgia upon a different tooting now. I 
do not believe that he has been wise in sv 
doing. 

One of the most crushing replies made by 
Gcvernor Brown to the confederate govern- 
ment was to show that President Davis 
was placed in a contradicting position, that 
while in ‘the controvérsy with Governor 
Brown the confederate administration was 
contending for the right te page -the offi- 
cers, that President Davis, during 
the Mexican war, insisted that. the 
state had the right to make those appoint- 
ments. One of President Davis’s letters 
was as follows, to-wit: 

“Warren County, June.20, 1847. Hon. R. 
J. Walker—Dear Sir: First permit me to 
thank you and your most esteemed lady 
for your kind remembrance of myself and 
family, and therm to say that I hope you will 
not ve disappointed when you hear that I 
have this day written to the adjutant gen- 
eral and to the president declining the ap- 
pointment of brigadier general. 

“I have always held that ‘volunteers’ 
were militia, as such could be temporarily 
commanded as the exigencies of service 
required by federal officers, but bould be 
permanentiy organized only under state 
authority. The president, in a very kind 
letter, informed me that I had heen ap- 
pointed to command a brigade of volun- 
teers. With tims knowledge I could not ac- 
cept without violation of a constitutional 
opinion. If. the war continues I hope to 
be again in the field and to see the end 
of it. With my kindest remembrances to 
all your family and best wishes for your- 
self, I am as ever your friend, etc.

Speaking generally, the American people 
do not travel for the pleasure of traveling. 
With the exception of one trip per year 
they are on business bent when they buy 
a railroad ticket. Time is a greater con- 
sideration than the difference between 3 
cents per mile and 2 cents per mile. 

In India, where the population is very 
dense, wages are low and time is not held 
to be so valuable, the natives are en- 
couraged to travel by cheap rates. But if 

fates were not very low there the natives 
would not travel at all. Therefore the 
‘railroads consider it good practice to tempt 


the native population to travel at a rate | 


of one-third of a cent per mile, but they 
“are handled in cheap cars with board seats 
“@nd on slow trains. India hase 500 to 8 
mile, whereas the 
United States have oniy twenty-four. If 
-American railways carried people free it is 
doubtful if the travel would be as heavy 
as in India with a population more than 
twenty times as great per square mile. 

In an article on ‘Railroad Fares and 
Passenger Travel,”’ published in The En- 
gineering Magazine for May Mr. H. G. 
Prout, states that cheap commutation 
tickets unquestionably stimulate travel 
He says: 

“We constantly see our friends set a-go- 
ing by the mere fact that they can get a 
cheap return ticket on account of some 
convention excursion or the like. We are 
All familiar with the remarkable effect of 
8 cheap family ticket or fifty-trip ticket on 
the minds of the ladies of our families. 
They will go to town once if they must 
pay 50 cents for the return ticket, but 
three or four times if tney have a special 
return ticket reducing the fare to 34 cents.”’ 
Mr. Prout adds that ‘‘the male account- 
ant is sometimes tempted to doubt the 
benefit to the commenity of these special 
fates. but the benefit to the railroads is 
anguestionable.’’

The more 
lires are built and the more frequently 
Cars are run the greater the number of 
passengers on street railways. 

In the decade between 1886 and 1896 the 
average passerger rate fell 7% qa cent 
in the United States. In 1891, 1892, 1893 and 
1834 more passengers were carried each 
sear than in either 1895 or 189%. Yet we 
‘know there was a larger population in 
1895 2nd 1896 than in the four previous 
years. 

The roads of the United States carried 
511,772,000 passengers in 1896. That was more 
than half a billion. The average was about 
seven journeys for every man, woman and 
child and the average length of the trips 
Was twenty-five and one-half miles. There 
bags been a slight lengthening of the aver- 
ege passenger journey, although it was 
greater in 1894 than before or since. With 
freight the volume has increased enormous- 
jy and the length of haul per ton has 
grown from 119 miles in 1890 to to 124 
miles in 1896. There a rate reduction was 
coincident with an increase in the amount 
of business done, but the roads did not get 
as much money out of the big year’s work, 
as they did for the smailer year’s—1892 
and 1893.

{s to have weight in considering the ques- 
tion of cheap passenger rates, that expe- 
rience counts dgainst a generdl and per- 
manent reduction, On most railroads it 
costs a dollar to make a dollar on passenger 
business. Often it costs more. Passenger 
traffic is not remunerative. as a rule in this 
country. Some of the okl-time managers 
like Quillain Wadley and John W. Garrett 
did not try to encourage travel because 
there was no money in it. 

Mr. Thiers, the French statesman, op- 
Posed railroad construction in his country 
when it was first agitated and said: “I 
do not see how railroads can compete with 
our stage coaches.’ He declared that if a 
railroad should ‘be built between Paris 
and Versailles not one passenger more 
would make the journey. 

At the beginning of this century a gov- 
ernment mail route was extended from 
Maine to Georgia, the trip being made in 
twenty days, Now the trip ig made in less 
than two days. 

The old post service was twenty-two 

days in covering the distance between 
Philadelphia and Nashville. Now the time 
is about thirty hours. 
These incidents show what has been 
done by the railroads in cutting down the 
time spent in traveling. Passenger rates 
by the old stage coaches varied from 5 to 
10 cnts per mile. The railroad has reduced 
that charge to an average of 21% cents per 
mile, which includes through tickets, excur- 
sion and commutation rates. 

As the population grows the roads can 
afford to reduce passenger rates provided 
the public doeg not demand more frequent 
and mote luxurious trains. Thus far in the 
history of railroading the expense of oper- 
ating passenger trains has grown more 
rapidly than the patronage.

HE fifteenth anniversary preachers’ 
T assembly and alumni reunion of Gam- 

mon Theelogica] seminary to be held 
here beginning May 12th, 7:30 p. m., at Loyd 
Street Methodist Episcopal church and 
closing May 18th, will be one of the most 
important religious meetings ever held in 
Atlanta, The different phases of the anni- 
versary and assembly. are the Epworth 
League congress to be held May 12th and 
13th, the congress on Africa on May lfth, 
baccalaureate sermons of Clark university 
and Gammon Theological seminary and 
mass meeting on Africa on May 15th, con- 
gress on the church and the people. May 
16th, the church and the ministry on May 
17th and the Seminary and its alumni on 
May 18th. 

The anniversary opens with an Epworth 
League congress, which seems very fitting, 
Since great enthusiasm always attends the 
meetings of Epworth Leaguers. The Ep- 
worth League was organized by the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in May of 1889 and 
will celebrate its ninth anniversary all over 
the world mext Sunday. The Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, in its Memphis 
general conference adopted the Epworth 
League as the young people's society in 
that church.

Methodist organizations the, Epworth 
League numbers fully three million young 
people. 

This great army is banded together for 
temperance, moral reform and Christian 
work of every kind. The congress to be 
held here this week is under the care of 
Rev. Irvine G, Penn, assistant general sec- 
retary. Rev. E. A. Schell, D. D., of Chica- 
go, is general secretary of the league in the 
Methodist church, and spoke in this city In 
April of last year, during the session of 
the state Epworth League of Georgia. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the meeting will be the appearance upon 
the programme of Governor W. \X. “Atkin- 
son, of Georgia, to introduce Governor G. 
W. Atkinson, of West Virginia, at the tab- 
ernacile next Friday night. Both governors 
were born in Virginia, and it is possible that 
a talk concerning their families may re- 
veal the fact that the same family of At- 
kinsons has given to two grearc states dis- 
tinguished sons for the gubernatorial 
chairs. ° 

Governor G. W. Atkinson, of West Vir- 
ginia, has a long political record. He was 
postmaster at Charleston, W. Va., Umited 
States marshh! for the district of West 
Virginia, congressman from the state for 
several terms, now governor, and rumor 
has it that his friends have him in the 
field for the senate of the United States 
as the probable suceessor of Senator Faulk- 
mer 

He is as distinguished a churchman as he 
is 2 statesman. Having been several times 
a member of the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, he is recog- 
nized by the church as one of its eminent 
laymen. <As a speaker, he is very enter- 
taining. He was on the programmesof thé 
Toronto international Epworth League and 
was one of the convention’s most popular 
speakers, 

Bishop W. X. Nimde, D. D., L. L. D., of 
Detroit, Mich., president of the Epworth 
League, will also speak at the tabernacle 
meeting Friday night. Bishop Ninde was 
elected to his high office in 1884 by the Phil- 
adelphia general conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church. In Asia, while visit- 
ing the mission fields, he was a fellow 
traveler with Bishop C. B. Galloway, of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, who 
was in Atlanta a few days ago. 

The meeting at which Bishop Ninde and 
Governor Atkinson will speak is to be held 
at the tabernacle next Friday night. 

The Congress on Africa. 

Equally as important and as prominent 
is the Saturday meeting of the anniversary 
and preachers’ assembly at Clark univer- 
sity chapel. The central figure of the con- 
gress is Bishop J. ©. Hartzell. D D., L. L. 
D., who was elected at the Cleveland gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in lsvs, and assigned to work in 
Africa. 

Bishop Hartzell has traveled 6,000 miles 
in Africa, and because of a careful and 
painstaking study of the field, practically 
and scientifically, he is in possession of 
important information Searing upon the 
civilization of the Africans. 

The Gammon Theological tnetitute by the 
munificence of Rev. W. F. Stewart, for- 
merly of DIlinois, now residing in Florida, 
has an endowment of $50,000 for the en- 
couragement arid preparation, by study and 
original investigation, of young men and 
women for mission work in Africa. As a 
result of the work already done, one of the 
brightest negroes ever in the seminary as 
a student is now in Africa at the head of 
an educational institution. 

Bishop Hartzell is in possession of more 
facts concerning the present methods of 
opening up Africa for commerce and civil- 
ization, and at the same time putting 
Bibles and hymn books into the hands of 
the natives.

service is the cavalry. This division has 
attracted more visitors than all the others 
put together and the colored troops in the 
cavalry have had the lion’s share of the 
attention. Not oniy thousands of negroes 
gather about their tents, but the white peo- 
ple are interested in watching them. In 
the cavalry, as in the infantry, tne colored 
soldiers are the best looking set’ of men 
physically. About the technical part of 
their work I do not know, but I do Know 
that they are the most superb lot of horse- 
men that I have ever seen. They ride with 
more natural ease and grace than the white 
troopers do and they seem to enjoy being 
on their horses more than anything in the 
world. It is aimost touching the way that 
the negroes love their horses and the pride 
that they take in them. jt is characteris- 
tic ef the race to form strong affections 
and the men in the cavalry swear by their 
horses. One of their officers told me that 
it was no common.-thing for the men toe 
have the hardest kind of fights resulting 
from discussions of the respective merifs 
of their steeds. Every man of them swears 
and believes that his horse can do more 
than any horse in the regiment and it is 
not safe to dispute this point.”

repeater, which js used in a combination 
where one or more numerals recur. The 
numbers refer to those found in the gene- 
ral signal book, in which are printed all 
the words, phrases and sentences neceés- 
eary to frame an order, make an inquiry, 
indicate a geographical position, or signal 
a compass course. Answering, interrog- 
atory, preparatory, and geographical pen- 
nants form part of this code; also cornet, 
teleysraph, danger, dispatch and quarantine 
flags. 

The 6ignal having been prepared is hoist- 
ed and left flying until the vessel to which 
the méssage has been sent signifies that it 
is understood by hoisting what is called 
the answering pennant. If the number 
hoisted by the flagship is a preparatory 
order for a fleet movement it is left fying 
until all the vessels of the fleet have 
answered and then is pulled down, the act 
of pulling the signal down being under- 
stood the command for the execution 
of the movement just communicated. 

lt_is often necessary for a man-of-war to 
cOmmunicate with a merchant vessel or 
with some other warship belonging to a 
foreign country. For this purpose the in- 
ternational code is also carried in the signal 
chest. These signals are those in general 
use by all the merchant navies of the 
world, for communication by at sea.

The Ardois System of Night Signals. 

If a message is to be sent at night, the 
Ardois system of night signals, with which 
all our vessels carrying an electric plant 
are fitted, is empioy@@?. These signals con- 
essentially; of five groups of double 
lamps, the two lamps in each group con- 
taining imecandescent electric lamps, and 
showing white and red respectively. By 
the combination of these lights letters can 
be formed, and so letter by letter a word 
and thence an order can be spelled out for 
the guidance of the ships of a squadron. 
These lamps are suspended on a stay in 
the rigging, and are worked by a keyboard 
from the upper bridge 

Un the smaller ships of the service, those 
which are not fitted with electric lighting, 
Very’s night signals are used, This set in- 
cludes the implements for firing and re- 
charging the_signals. The latter show as 
green and red stars on being projected 
from the pistols made for them. The com- 
bination of red and green in various ways 
ls used to express the numbers from 1 to 9 
ami 0, so that the numbers, to four digits, 
contained in the signal book, may be dis- 
played. 

Meyer’s Wig Wag Signals. 

The Meyer wig wag system is employed 
either by day or by night. Flags and 
torches are employed. The official flag is 
# red ficld with a emali white aquare in 
the center; the unofficial flag is the same 
with the colors reversed, The operator 
hb¥aiving attracted the attention of the ship 
which is to be signaled by waving the flag 
or torch from right to left, transmits his 
message by motions right, left and front, 
each motion representing an element of a 
letter of the alphabet, the letter being made 
un of from one io four motions. 

When circumstances permit the helio- 
graph is sometimes used. The rays of 
the sun are thrown by a system of mirrors 
to the point with which it is desired to 
communicate, and then interrupted by 
means of a shutter, making dots and dashes 
as used in the Morse telegraph code. This 
system is used only when operations ashore 
are going on, as the rolling of the ship 
would prevent the comoeitreliiin of the rays 
of sunlight.

How well the present flag and wigwag 
signals will work during an engagement 
remains to be discovered; but if they fail 
attempts can still be made to communicate 
by the ship’s whistle, or by written mes- 
sages displayed on blackboards if occasion 
offers. 

In case of an enemy appearing on our 
coasts, arrangements have been made to 
notify the nearest body of troops or the 
commander of whatever ships may be at 
hand, For this purpose towers have been 
erected at intefvals, and telegraph wires 
leading from one to the other have been 
strung. This, together with the telephone 
System in use by the light saving service, 
will permit of ample warning on the ap- 
proach of a hostile squadron.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 
IN THE FOREIGN CHURCHES. 


The foreign missionary boards of the \4- 
rious denominations who have mission sta- 
tions in Japan are mecting with some di‘i- 
culty with the recent law parsed by that 
government forbidding foreigners from 
‘hol€ing real estate. Thus far al) property 
acquired for missionary purposes has been 
bela by the boards, but the passage of this 
law compels native trustees to hold the 
property purchased by American contribu- 
tC(rs. Recently the trustees of one of the 
schools established by one of the American 
boards, who held the property purchased 
for the school, were compelled to sell the 
property for government purposes in en- 
larging a military garrison. As yet no part 
of the proceeds of the sale has been turned 
over to the rightful owners of the property. 
It is expected, however, that an adjustment 
will be reached before long. This condition 
has affected to some extent the contribu- 
tions to missionary work in Japan.~ 

After Strasburg was wrested from France 
its university faculty of theology, which 
was the jntellectual glory of modern French 
Protestantism, was ultimately reconstituted 
at Paris. It has now flourished there for 
just twenty years, and so effectively that, 
though it bogan with only ten students, it 
has sixty-five this winter, besides abeut 
twenty more who, being foreigners, cannot 
be formally enrolled. Although the republic 
has abolished the Catholic faculties of the- 
ology, this Protestant faculty still receives 
full governmental recognition and support 
as a constituent element of the nationgl 
un{fversity system. Could the old theolo- 
gians who founded the Sorbonne come back 
to Paris, they. would be amazed to find that ! 
in their beloved college a band of Hugue- 
not heretics are now the sole representa- 
tives of French theology!

APPEAL OF WOMAN’S CHRIS- 
TIAN TEMPERANCE UNION. 


The women of the Christian Temperance 
Union of Georgia, who meet in convention 
in Atlanta during the latter part of June, 
have issued the following appeal to tne 
Ministers’ Evaagelical Association, of this 
city: , 

“Dear Brethren—In view of the fact that 
there is a widespread impression in the 
city of Atlanta and throughout the staie 
that the work of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union and woman's suffrage 
is the same, and that this impression has 
resulted in the alhenation ot the gospel 
ministers from the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union and its grand work -for 
God and home and humanity, and the fact 
that the next state’s convention of the 
union is to be held in Atlanta, we, the 
following members of the executive com- 
mittee of the state union, deem it best for 
and just to the cause to declare to you in 
no mistakable terms our position on that 
subject. Realizing the injury done to the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union by 
the agitation of the suftragy question in 
connection with its work, the following 
resolution has been repeatedly and unan- 
imously passed by the annual state con- 
ventions: . 

“ “Whereas, in the minds or many the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union of 
Georgia is regarded as a body of woman 
sulfragists, it is due the dignity of this 
body and the people of Georgia that its 
position be clearly defined; the. efore, 

‘* ‘Resolved, That as a state organization, 
we the Woman's Christian semperance 
Union of Georgia, declare it to be the 
duty of this convention to adopt only those 
principles espoused and plans devised by 
the National Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union that are best suited té our 
southern work; and that while we reaffirm 
our loyalty to the National Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, we hereby express 
our belief that woman's suffrage is not 
conducive to the best interests of our tem- 
perance work in Georgia.’ 

“The fact that the sixth article of the 
constitution declares that ‘only such de- 
partments of work as are best suited to 
advance the temperance cause tn our’state 
Shall be adopted,’ and our conventtons 
having declared that ‘woman's suffrage is 
not conducive to the best interests of our 
temperance work in Georgia,’ should set 
the matter at rest and silence all clamor 
for the adoption of that department, or at 
least till said article of the constitution is 
changed, and the resolution rescinded. 

“We trust that this explanation will dis- 
abuse your minds of any misapprehension 
in regard to our position and plans of 
work. For we recognize the truth that this 
agitation is a serious hindrance to the 
cause that is dearer to us than life, and 
one of vital importance to the interest of 
the church of Christ. 

“We therefore ask your prayers and co- 
operation in the temperance work so sore- 
ly needed in our homes—the churches and 
our country. The Womnan’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, the crganization that was 
born of woes, tears and prayers of women 
and children, has been carrying on this 
work in our state for sixteen long years, 
faithfully, unceasingly and untiringly; and 
amid such discouragements, opposition. 
misapprehension, misrepresentation and 
heartaches, as God alone knows and eter- 
nity can reveal. It cannot be that in this 
supreme crisis and hour of need it will ap- 
peal to the church of God in vain. 

“Believing that you will come to the 
rescue, and aid in prosecuting the work 
that is so imperative and calling so loudly 
for help and speed, we are yours frater- 
nally.

THE MEANING OF “ALABAMA.” 


What Is Known Concerning the Deri- 
vation of the State’s Name. 


From The Mobile Register. 

There has always beer dispute regarding 
the meaning of the name of this state. The 
name itself is derived from the name of 
the Alabamos tribe of Indians, a branch 
of the Muscogee or Greek tribe, either by 
blood relationship or by conquest and gub- 
sequent adoption by the Creeks, and there 
is a popular legend that the name was 
taken from an expression used by the chief 
of the tribe upon the entry of the tribe 
upon the tands now~talled by this name. 
Finding the land goo@ and the climate in- 
vting the chief is said to have exc.aimed: 
“Here we rest.”” From this the tribe came 
-to be called the Alabamos. 

The story has been objected to on the 
ground that it is not reasonable that a 
tribe should change its name because of 
such an incident in its history. It must 
have had @ name at the time of its migra- 
tion, and a name rendered dear to the tribe 
by tts wanderings if by no other experi- 
ence. Besides, the students of the lan- 
guage fail to agree that this word has the 
precise meaning tradition givee it. 
Gatscht, for example, translates it to mean 
‘‘wood clearers.”’ deriving the name from 
the Choctaw. 

Anything that adds to our meager store 
of information on this subject is accept- 
able, and now we have offered us some- 
thing additional. It is reported by Dab- 
ney White, in a letter to The Houston 
Post. He tells of the remnant of the tribe 
of the Alabamos now living in Po'k county, 
Tex., which people preserve their lan- 
guage, traditions ang many of their an- 
cient practices, It appears from White’s 
letter that a woman missionary, named 
Sylvestine, has lived for many years with 
the tribe, and has collected a vocabulary 
of the Alabamos language. White says he 
aided the missionary in the preparation 
of the vocabulary and nowhere in the lan- 
guage could be found a word or combina- 
tons of words sounding like Alabamos 
that could be twisted into the meaning 
“Here we rest.”’ 

In the absence of other evidence it is 
thought more reliance can be put upon the 
tradition now held by the tribe on the 
subject than upon that which has been 
handed down through the medium of the 
whites. The Indians say they derive their 
name from a peculiarity of the tribe—the 
celebration of the mulberry festival, a cus- 
tom not observed by any -.other tribe, In 
their language the combination of the 
words “ala-behe-amp,” literally means 
“people that gather mutlberries.’"’ From 
this comb nation of words “Alabama” is 
derived. To substantiate this belief, it is 
generally known that every Indian tribe 
gets its name from some i@iosyncrasy of ‘ts 
members, Thousands of mulberry trees 
are in their home villages in Texas, and 
they are cherished with more devotion than 
We cherish the survivors of the ancient 
“cedars of Lebanon.” 

The evidence is not conclusive of the 
question raised, but it is of more than 
usual interest as bearing directly upon 4%,

A speci- 
men of this marvelous microscopic writing 
was enlarged by photography and every 
letter and point was’ perfect and could be 
read with ease. 


Photography from Flying Kites. 
From Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly. 
Probably the most striking thing in re- 
cent kite-flying is the making of photo- 
graphic views by a camera in the sky, 
borne up by kites. Mr. William A, Eddy 
has claimed to be the pioneer in this field, 
having taken views from kites on May 30, 
1895; while Messrs. G. T. Woglom and 
George E. Henshaw, of New York city, 
claim that the first good picture from a 
eamera sustained by kites was made by 
them on the afternoon of September 2lst, 
‘following. 
' There are several ways in which a 
camera could. be carried up and operated 
from terra firma. Mr. Eddy sends it up 
with its bearer attached to the strings of 
aa many as three kites. The apparatus 
consists simply of two spars about the 
length of a trout rod and of about its size 
at the butt, the end of one spar being join- 
ed firmly to the middle of the other, and 
on this junction the camera is mounted, A 
cord looped along the trunk line controls 
the slide of the camera. Many excellent 
pictures have been made by these means. 
Kites have been used, also, for sending 
up colored lights for signaling, while by an 
ingenious use of a large and somewhat 
modified camera views of objects at a dis- 
tance have been presented to observers 
ou the ground, when such objects would 
have been otherwise invisible to them 
Thus the operation constitutes a sort of 
artificial mirage, which, very likely, will 
not always be without its uses. 


A New Motor Carriage. ' 

A Frenchman has patented a very simple 
motor carriage, which has only two wheels 
and yet keeps its balance. the wheels be- 
ing placed side by side on a downwardly 
curved axle with the weight of the ma- 
chinery below the center, the usual gas en- 
gine being used to propel the carriage.

An Electrically Propelled Cruiser. 
From Electricity. 

The navy department is eaid to have 
under consideration plans for a cruiser 
which, so far as speed is concerned. it is 
thought will outelass anything afloat. The 
inventor of this new form of vessel, Mr. 
Richard B. Patnton. claims that by the aid 
of electricity he will be able to propel such 
a cruiser at the rate of forty knots a! 
hour. The general details of this invention 
have as yet not been made public, but it 1s 
known that electricity will be the mative 
power, and instead of using a tripie screw, 
as is now customary, Mr. Painton proposes 
to employ anywhere from ten to sixteen in- 
dependent propcllers. Moreover, the plans 
which are now in the hands of the navy 
department call for a cruiser about 600 feet 
in length. In an ordinary vesse) of the 
above dimension the propeller shafts weald 
necessarily be in the neighborhood of 300 
feet long, and consequently the vibration 
something terrible, to say nothing of the 
possibility of a break occurring, as fre- 
quentiy hapnens in the case of ocean liners. 
With a view to overcoming this objection. 
Mr. Painton proposes to use exceedingly 
short lengths of shafting, independently 
operated, so that in the event of one oF 
more becoming disabled through any mis- 
hap there would still be a sufficient num- 
ber of qitepellers in working order to drive 


- pessimistic, 
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the vessel through the water at a moderate 
rate of speed. 


It is to be regretted that the details of 
the electrical machinery by means of 
which the inventor proposes to obtain such 
high speed has not been made public. 

Up to the present, electricity has scarcely 
been thought suitable as the principal mo- 
tive or propelling power for the larger 
type of vessels. This is undoubtedly owing 
to the fact that for a given horse power 
a triple or quadruple expansion steam en- 
ene would take up less space, and probably 
weigh less than an electrical installation 
of equal power. Storage batteries are out 
of the question for such uses, although per- 
sons not well up in electrical subjects fre- 
quently wonder why odqur oceun gray- 
hounds are not propelled by some such 
method. It may interest some of our read- 
ers to kKhow that a vessel requiring an 
average of 10,000 horse power to propel 
it across the Atlantic would be obliged to 
carry, were storage batteries alone made 
use of, 324,480,000 pounds of sUch batteries, 
or in other words, the motive power alone 
woyld weigh 165240 tons. The storage 
battery "unquestionably has its sphere of 
usefulness, as for instance in regulating 
the pressure of central stations during 
fluctuations in the load, or as a means of 
meeting sudden extra demands for current 
which might unexpectedly arise, but as a 
prepelling power for the larger class of ves- 
sels at the present state of the art the 
storage battery is prohibitory. A detailed 
description of Mr. Painton’s electrical 
equipment will therefore be looked for with 
interest. bs 


Suggestive Omission. 
From The Columbus, O., Journal. 

Bids for equipping the new municipal 
electric light plant were opened by Gecre- 
tary Fanning, of the board of public works, 
Wednesday afternoon. There were twenty- 
three of them, for various portions of the 
machinery. Most of the interested com- 
panies were represented. There were bids 
for boilers, engines, poles, wire and every- 
thing else that goes to make up the equip- 
ment of an electric light plant, but the one 
thing more important than all—the dyna- 
mo. 5 

Mayor Black and Director of Public Im- 
provements Jacobs were not a little sur- 
prised when no bids for a dynamo were 
received. And the bidders for the rest of 
the equipment were, or professed to be, at 
a loss te account for it. There were repre- 
sentatives of several electrical manufaciur- 
ing companies present during the opening 
of the bids, but they remained on the 
fringe of the crowd and were merely on- 
lookers. 

The city administration thinks the reason 
no bids for a dynamo were received ig be- 
cause the electrical companies have com- 
bined and entered into a conspiracy to pre- 
vent the equipment of the plant and the ‘n- 
auguration of municipal electric lighting in 
Columbus. But, however this may be, the 
administration does not intend to be balked 
in the consummation of the project. An ad- 
vertisement for bids for a dynamo will in 
all probability be published, and then in 
the event there is no response, the purchase 
will be made through other channels, of 
which the electric eombine, if there is 
really such a thing, will be in ignorance. 


Fresh Eggs from Australia. 
From Chambers Journal, ° 

Not many years ago the possibility of 
shipping eggs from Australia with any 
likelihood of their reaching England except 
in a decomposed condition would have been 
ridiculed as utterly unworthy of considéra- 
tion. Today the thing is not only being 
accomplished, but the eges arrive in such 
first-class condition that they pass as new- 
Jaid. 

This has been réndered possible by the 
universal employment of refrigerating ap- 
paratus on shipboard. The eggs, while 
still perfectly fresh, are forwarded by the 
Australian poultry keepers to the cold store, 
and are shipped to England at the time 
when eggs are scarce, and consequently 
at their dearest. 

Many thousands 
boxes with cardboard divisions, 
with dry peahusks, are now 
from November to January. 

In a recent consignment the local price 
of the eggs at the time of shipping was 
il cents per dozen, the freight and packing 
cost about 6 cents per dozen, and they re- 
alized 37 cents per dozen retail on arri- 
val. :

California Crystal Mines. 
From The Washington Post. 

A new industry has opened in Callfornia 
in the working of crystal mines. The Green 
mountain crystal mine, near Calaveras, has 
turned out a large number of beautiful 
epecimenr which have been bought up by 
the largest jewelry firm in New York, The 
consignment is said to represent more great 
crystals than have heretofore been dis- 
covered in the history of the world. No 
erystal balls Wave ever been made until 
recently outside of Japan, but the New 
York firm has perfected methods by which 
they can execute balls and-other designs 
in erystal and can do more work in a ten- 
hour day than the Japs can do in that 
many weeks. 

A more extensive exp'‘oration of the an- 
cient river channels from which the crys- 
tale have been taken will, it is thought, re- 
sult in the discovery of the cavern or great 
ledge crevice where they are formed and 
where the stray specimens rolied down the 
sides of the river banks and lodged ages 
azo. 

If this source can be revealed it is certain 
that finer ones than any vet found will be 
secured—cryetals that will be free from 
cracks and flaws and as pure as distilled 
water petrified. In the meantime Cali- 
fornia holds the world’s record for size, the 
weight of the greatest erystal so far taken 
from the Calaveras mines peing 2,200 
pounds.

One great philosopher declared that war 
Was the state of nature. Another said that 
peace Was only a brs athing time that gives 
man leisure to contrive an ability to exe- 
cute military plans. Sir Edmund Burke 
denied this, and so did I. The great ma- 
jority of mankind love peace and naturally 
preter it tO war. Burke said that politics 
was the cause of war, and somebody else 
Said that war is hell, and we see already 
that the two great parties are quarreling 
about this war and each is claiming the glo- 
ry of Dewey's victory as a party triumph, 
but if the voices of the people—the men and 
the women—could have been heard, there 
would have been no War. The spirit of 
the age in which we live is against war. 
Even duelliing and single combat has passed 
away under the influence of a higher Chris- 
tian civilization. Boys do not fight at 
school like they used to. They have never 
heard of the bully boys who thought it 
smart to put a chip on the hat and dare 
anybody to knock it off. In every school 
[ ever went to there were one or more of 
these bulldozing, domineering boys, and 
they got licked sooner or later. The coun- 
try people do not to fight nowadays, 
They are more peaceable and less aggres- 
sive. IL remember when on muster days 
there were a dozen fights in one day right 
around the public square. When Als Bow!s 
and Nick Rawlins and Jim Robinson would 
be stripped to the waist and walking around 
and strutting and crowing and bragging, 
“I’m the man in Pinknevyville dees- 
trikt,”” and Bowles wouid emphasize -it 
with a jump up and a crow. But that has 
passed away. We see no maimed eyes or 
ears or noses now. And yet Nick Rawlins 
and Bowles were really good men at heart, 
and would have died in defense of a friend. 
They fought because it was the fashion in 
those days, but their victories brought no 
rewards and no premiums, and their chil- 
dren knew it. They are a better class of 
citizens. I met one of Nick's sons in Rome 
not long ago—a moral, peaceable Christian 
man whom the peopie all respect. Well, 
now, the argument is that if the sons are 
better moraliy than their fathers were, 
then the nation is better and less aggres- 
give than it was fifty years ago. Andrew 
Jackson was a type of that age, and he rode 
into the presidency on ‘this war re cord, but 
he couldn't do it now. He bulldozed Spain 
out of Florida, and would have bulldozed 
England out of Canada if he had lived up 
that way. 

But L was looking heavenward last night 
and pondering on tnat beautiful moon that 
is shining so peacefully upon us in this fa- 
wored region, and I was grateful that the 
war nor any of its signs had reached us, 
Wea read of it in the great papers and 
can't help but rejoice in our 
naval vietories. The grea dailies are 
crowded now with thrilling, exciting news 
and we read so eagerly that even Old Aunt 
Pinkham’s medicine is taken for a 
war dispatch and is half read before we 
know it. I reckon it is good for fever— 
war fever—or it wouldent be dovetailed so 
close into the war news. But nobody 
around there seems to be hankering after 
a tight, and a good old veteran’s widow 
told ine that the reason was because we 
were rigbt~in the heart of Sherman's belt 
and the population hasent changed any to 
speak of. “We can't forget the horrors of 
war,”’ she said. “I was living in Cassville 
when it was burned and I don’t want to 
see any more war, and I want my children 
to keep out of it. A bad peace is better 
than a good war if there ever was such 
a thing. War is like Texas mud on women. 
It is awful. Men get the glory and wo- 
men and children are the greatest suffer- 
ers. When they burnt Cassville our hus- 
bands and sons were most all in the army, 
and those who were at home were taken 
prisoners and sent away. So there was 
nobody left but women and children and 
no houses to live in. We bunched up in 
some little shanties, but they took our cows 
and drove them all to Cartersville and we 
dident have hardly anything to live on. 
Five of us went to Cartersville next day 
to beg for our cows and we did get them 
back by signing some loyalty papers which 
was a lie. One widow woman whose hus- 
band was killed wouldent sign. She had 
four little children and she took them to 
the graveyard that night and they slept on 
the ground by her husband's grave. In a 
day or two we got a little corn and I rode 
an old sore-leg mare twenty miles to the 
nearest mill, for they burnt al! the mills 
inside the belt. In a few days we got a 
little more corn and three of us women 
rigged up an old broken wheel wagon and 
got a lame mule and an old mare and 
took our corn to milk. It took us nearly 
three days to make the trip, for the wagon 
broke down right in the creek and we 
had to wade in and get our sacks out 
of the water and pull the wagon out by 
hand. We patched it up again and went 
on till-we got to a pretty steep hill and the 
team Stalled and wouldent pull at all. 
You ought to’ have heard us clucking and 
hollerin at them, but it was no g0. We 
shouldered our little sacks, for they were 
mighty little, thank the Lord, and ab ut 
that time an old man came along and he 
helped us all he could and we got to the 
mill at last and dried our corn and got 
back home as thankful as possible. You 
would have died laugting at us if you 
had seen us getting our corn out of that 
creek.”’ 

I wish that every jingo 
hear this old veteran tell her war experi- 
ence. It is both pathetic and amusing. 
How they endured it we know not, but one 
petting is certain, they will keep their chil- 
dren and grandchftidren out of the next one 
if they can, and I reckon they can. 

“Yes,” said she, “the yankees will have 
to gO outside the belt to git soldiers this 
time.”’ 

Now, there is no sign of war in these 
parts yet. There is plenty of patriotism. but 
it is not red hot. If you throw water on a 
Cartersville boy he don't sizz. When 
Georgia is actually invaded.then watch 
them. But there is no excitement of very 
deep concern. When the old Cassville wo- 
man was told of Dewey's great victory she 
never smiled, but ewaid, ‘“‘Four hundred 
poor fellows killed and most of them had 
mothers or wives who loved them. I reckon 
a Spanish woman loves her children as 
dearly as we love ours. for a woman is a 
mother all the world over.’ But business 
goes on, and so does baseball and billiards, 
and I find time and inclination to work in 
my garden and kiil the potato bugs and to 
tie up the vines and rosebushes and frolic 
with the little chaps, who are so happy to 
get here and in whose sunshine I am happy, 
too. Yesterday my wife, Mrs. Arp, was 
sewing away on eome.baby garment, and 
remarked in her serious way that the veran- 
dah floor needed a coat of paint mighty 
bad. Welt, 1 mever sal nothing. Then 
she remarked that the paint wouldent cost 
more than 50 or 75 cents. Well. I never said 
nothing again. In a little while she said 
that if I would buy the paint she would have 
it painted, and it shouldent cost me any- 
thing. So I said “very weil: I reckon I can 
afford the paint."’ She said that company 
was coming next week, and I had better get

SAFEST OF HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 


When Kept Damp, Guncotton Is Safe 
Under Any Circumstances. 


From The Springfield Republican. 

“Guncotton,” said an ordnance officer, 
when asked about the qualities of this sub- 
stance, which is used in the torpedoes car- 
ried by the ships of the navy, “is by far 
the safest of any of the high explosives. 
That is the reason it is chosen instead of 
nitro-glycerin preparations, which, al- 
though they will produce more powerful 
effects, are very dangerous things to have 
on shipboard. They can be exploded too 
easily by the application of heat, by 4% 
shock and, under some conditions, by spon- 
taneous combustion. But the guncotton, 
as long as it is wet. is absolutely safe and 
there is no trouble about preserving the 
necessary degree of moisture.” 

Precisely the same opinion regarding gun- 
cotton as an explosive fot naval warfare 
was expressed by the superintendent of one 
of the largest powder manufacturing firms, 
a man who has had much experience in tne 
making of gunpowder and guncotton. 

“Not only is guncotton absolutely inert 
and harmless so long as it is wet,”’ he said. 
‘but it does not necessarily follow that it 
will explode even when dry. Of course. it 
is then. much more liable to do so. but if it 
is undisturbed in any way a considerable 
quantity of it might remain dry without 
any accident. In our works we are exX- 
tremely careful about the way in which we 
handle dry guncotton, but there is no need 
of, any precautions when it is wet. On 
shipboard the disks of dry cotton which are 
used as primers to detonate the wet are 
always kept away from the magazine, The 
only danger from them would be in case 
they were dropped while being handleil. 
The result then would not always—perhaps 
not usually—be an explosion, but you never 
,can tell with certainty. One of the diska 
might be dropped half a dozen ‘:i@es and 
not explode, and the next time, under ap- 
parent!y the same conditions, it would go 
off. As far as heat is concerned, if the dry 
guncotton is exposed to a continued high 
temperature for a long time, it is likelv to 
decompose, undergoing chemical changes 
which generate heat and may go far enough 
to cause spontaneous combustion. But no 
such condition is possible on a ship, because 
the guncotton is always carried in the tor- 
pedo heads and inspected regularly to see 
‘That it remains wet. The heads are prac- 
tically airtight, but if any evaporation is 
noticed the cotton can be dampened again 
by a regular means arranged for that pur- 
pose.”’ 

The process by whieh so common and 
harmless a substance as cotton is eonverted 
into a high explosive is a comparatively 
simple one. Pure raw cotton or ordinary 
cotton waste is steeped in a solution of one 
part nitric acid and three parts sulphuric 
acid. The nitric acid is the one which ren- 
ders the cotton explosive, the presence of 
the sulphuric ae¢id being required onlv to 
absorb the water, thus allowing the other 
acid to combine more readily with the near. 
ly pure cellulose of which cotton consists. 
After the cotton has been soaked in the 
acids for several hours it igs taken from the 
pots and squeezeq through heavy rollers to 
extract al] the superfluous acid whieh it has 
not absorbed. Then it is washed carefully 
and thoroughly, still with the same object 
of removing the free acid. If any of this 
remained its tendency would be to cause 
chemical changes In the gun cotton and de- 
compose jit. Formerly this washing was 
the last process resorted to for the removal! 
of the free acid, but a few years ago Sir 
Frederick Abel found that the cells In the 
cotton fiber so absorbed and retained the 
acid by capillary attraction that the wash- 
ing failed to extract it entirely. To remedy 
this and make the gun cotton more pure it 
is now, after being washed, passeg through 
a machine similar to that which grinds up 
the rags in a paper mill. Here it is crushed 
thoroughly and afterwards washed again 
unti] the last trace of free acid disappears 
and the cotton comes out in the form of 
a soft, white pulp, closely resembling the 
pulp of which paper ts made This con- 
cludes the process of actual manufacture, 
and it now remains only to convert the 
gun cotton into the most convenient form 
for the use to which it is to be put. If it is 
to be employed in making powder it is 
dried and stored away in a pulverized form 
but if it is designed for filling torpedoes it 
must be compressed to a certain density 
and molded into the shapes which will best 
enable it to be packed into the torpedo 
heads, These shapes vary according to the 
designs of tnNe torpedoes and the method 
of packing. Sometimumes they are disks and 
sume times cylinders, flat squares or eubes, 
If uncompressed and dry the guncotton 
would be extremely light, weigning no more 
than ordinury batung, but wnen made into 
the ahove forms ft iS compressed to the 
density of about 1, or in other words, to a 
density of an equal amount of water. The 
percentage of moisture remaining in. the 
guncotton wien it .4 packed into torpedoes 
varies between 15 and ®. So safe from ex- 
plosion, untess detonated, is a brick of 
wet guncotton that it may be placed upon 
hot coals. As the molsture dries off from 
the outside the cotton flakes off and burns 
quietly. Perfectly ary guncotton, when 
confined in a strong case, will explode with 
grear violence if exposed to a temperature 
of about 320 degrees Fahreinheit. 

Detonation. or the firing of explosives by 
intense shock, is a modern method, for un- 
til nearly thirty years ago the application 
of heat was always used to bring about an 
explosion. It has now been discovered that 
detonation produces a more powerful effect 
than explosion by means of heat. In de- 
tonating the wet guncotton in the torpedo 
heads, the primer of dry guncotton which 
is used weighs only a pound or thereabout. 
It is placed in contact with the wet mass, 
which in a Whitehead torpedo consists 
usually of about 250 pounds. Then, by 
means of a fuse and fulminate of mercury 
cap, a flame is shot through the disk of 
dry guncotton. This explodes instantly and 
with it the entire mass of the wet cotton, 
producing tremendous results. The ques- 
tion of precisely how detonation takes 
place—thRat is, how so small an initial ex- 
plosion can suffice to decompose an un- 
limited quantity of high explosives behind 
it—has caused much argument and many 
speculations. Berthelot gives as an expla- 
nation that “‘the shock of the primary ex- 
plosion communicates to the layer of mole- 
cules in the immediate proximity an enor- 
mously active force, whereby the ‘moie- 
cular edifice’ is shoken to pieces and the 
initial force is augmented to a degree cor- 
responding to the heat evolved by decompo- 
sition. A new shock is thereby produced fn 
the next laver, and the action is repeated 
and so propagated until the whole mole- 
cular system is completely destroyed.”’

of Peru. In these men there is 
an English engineer, Mr. Ff. Herbert Wood, 
and also several Peruvians. The surveying 
party has, been in the mountains for the 
past three months. It returned the night 
before I ganded, and I am abie to give the 
latest and fullest news from my talks with 
the engineers. 

But first let me tel! vou something about 
the concession which this company has 
and its probable effect on South American 
affairs. If the scheme be carried out as it 
is now contemplated, it will result in put- 
ting America to the front in Peru, and it 
will, I believe, make some Americans rich. 
The Pacific Company has an authorized 
capital of $20,000,000, and a number of the 
Jeading. business men of New York, Phila- 
delphia and Lima: are interested in it. It 
has concessions for valuable coal mines, 
which lie up in the Andes at a distance of 
from seventy-five to 125 miles back from the 
coast, and has the exclusive right to build 
and operate railroads running to these 
mines. Its concession was granted in 1892 
to Cuthbert B. Jones, and lasts for twenty 
years. The country covered by it and 
in which it can have no competitors, runs 
for about 100 miles along ihe coast, and is 
ebdout as big as the state of Maryland. The 
company is, I am told, prosecuting its 
work with its own means, and it ds said 
that there is plenty of money behind it. 

The Coal Mines of the Andes. 

These American coal mines of the Andes, 
with a good railroad, would be more valu- 
able than gold mines. There is practically 
no good coal on the west Pacific coast of 
South America. Of the 3,000,000 tons used 
every year the bulk comes from Australia, 
Engiand, Japan and British Columbia. Chile 
has some mines, but none that are very 
good. The coal sold “on the coast brings 
all the way from $7 to £20 a ton, and the 
demand will extend as far north as San 
Francisco, which now buys much of its 
fuel from Australia. Indeed. it is said that 
the bargest fleet on the Pacific ocean is the 
coal fleet. Mr: Gardner tells me that when 
this road is completed he will be able to 
mine and land coal} at the coast at a cost 
of $2 a ton, and that he sees no reason 
why he should not supply 2,000,000 tons a 
year. He hopes to extend the road later 
on to the ‘Maranon river, a navigable 
branch of the Amazon, which compares to 
it as the Missouri does to the Mississippi. 
This, he says, will require than 309 
miles of additional roud building, and will 
bring the steamers of the Am2zon to with- 
in about 400 miles of the Pacific coast. By 
this extension the great Amazon country, 
with its thousands of miies of navigable 
waters, will be reached, amd the Andean 
coal] will be furnished to the eastern coast 
of South America. 

The Anthracite Beds of Peru. 

The coal fid@ds of the Andes include both 
anthracite and lignite coal. The company 
now owns abou; forty anthracite proper- 
ties. The anthracite is practically unlimit- 
ed, and it has been tested and found to be 
as good as that of the 


addition to 


less 


famous Lehigh 
Valley. There is some soft coal on the west 
flope of the mountains, but the anthracite 
lies on the east slope, about 1,500 or 2.000 
feet below the divide, and it will have to 
be lifted that height on the railroad before 
it can take its long shoo: down the Andes 
to the Pacific. The Andes are, you know, 
nowhere very low, and the railroad to the 


top will be expensive, but the civil engin- < 


eers tell me entirely practical. The road 
will have to climb up the Andes to an alti- 
tude of 14,000 feet, and it will at that point 
not be more than seventy-five miles in a 
straight line from the coast. It will prob- 
ably cost more than any similar mileage 
in the United States, but Mr. Gardner says 
it will pay almost from the start. Leaving 
the Pacific it will goup a river valley 
which is sunken in among the sands of the 
Peruvian desert: This valley has a number 
of sugar estates and other plantations, and 
there are other valleys which could be 
tapped later on. The road winds abou; like 
a snake on its way wp the mountains. 
Crossing the Andes the railroad will reach

A branch will extend to Cajamalca, 
city where Pizarro held the Inca king, Ata- 
hualpa, in prison, and where he later on 
had him put to death.

The 
person of’ the Inca king was so sacred 
that this event paralyzed the nation, and at 
Atahualpa's request war was not made. 
Then Atahualpa said that if Pizarro would 
release him he would fill the chief room in 
the palace in which he was confined with 
gold to a point as high as he could reach. 
This was agreed to, and for several weeks 
gold was brought in great loads from all 
parts of Peru. The room was seventeen 
feet long by twenty-two feet wide, and the 
point up to which it was to be filled was 
designated by. a red mark nine feet above 
the floor. The gold was in all sorts of 
shapes. Some of it was compused of gold 
plates torn from the Temple of the Sun at 
Cuzco. There was a great variety of golden 
basins, drinking cups and other dishes. 
There were vases of all kinds and many 
pieces of beautifully carved workmanship. 
When the room was almost filled up to the 
mark indicated, Pizarro ordered the Indian 
goldsmiths to melt the whole into ingots, 
and -there was so much gold that they 
worked day and night for a month in doing 
so. Then Pizarro refused to let Atahualpa 
go, and with a mock trial had him put to 
death. There is a stone in Cajamalea 
which the Indians say is stained with 
Atahua!pa’s blood. <A prison now covers 
the spot where the palace stood, and it is 
in one of the rooms of this prison that the 
stone is shown. 


The Silver Mines of North Peru. 

The road will also pass through'the rich 
mining town of Hualgayoc, where the sil- 
ver veins are rich beyond description, and 
from where the silver with which Pizarro’s 
soldiers shod their horses probably came. 
There are copper and lead mines along the 
route, and as far as I can learn the whole 
region is full of undeveloped mineral 
wealth. The workings of the silver mines 
so far have been after the rudest methods, 
the silver being reduced to a sulphide and 
carried on mules down to the seacoast, to 
be shipped to England and Germany for 
reduction. 

As 1 write this 1 see a dispatch in 
Lima paper which has just reached 
6étating that the first installment of 
for this road has just been shipped 
Philadelphia.

Ous of any American innovations, and will 
not scruple at anything which wili block 
the wheels of yankee progress. This is 
especially so of the English, who, through 
the Peruvian corporation, now control most 
of the railways of Peru. The development 
of this concession will make the American 
influence very strong, and it may possibly 
result in our getting a coaling station ‘for 
our navy in this part cf the Pacific. The 
pier which has been reared here for the 
terminus of the railroad is one of the finest 
in South America. It cost, I am told, $1,600,- 
000 to build it. It is made of iron, and is 
about forty feet wide and just a half mile 
long. Jt extends that distance out into 
harbor, and forms one of the principal ship- 
ping places of this part of the world. The 
steamers do not come to the pier, but le 
some distance away, and the goods are 
taken out to them in lighters. This is a 
cattle-growing country, and a large amount 
of live stock is shipped. Cattle are loaded 
by raising them in s‘ings by means of der- 
ricks from the end of the pier and dropping 
them into the lighters. When about 100 
fat beeves have been thus dropped a lighter 
is full, and it !gs taken away to the ship. 
There is now a railroad track upon the 
pier, and the cars of the railroad which 
goes up this valley bring'.their shipments 
of sugar, coffee and hides out to the shins 
over it, paying the American company for 
the privilege. 


The Oil Regions of Peru and Ecuador. 


All along the coast above here I saw signs 
of the oil fields of Perv. Af one port we 
stopped and took on thousands of boxes of 
petroleum for Lima, and at another we saw 
the refineries on the edge of the sea. There 
seems to be an almost continuous strip of 
oil territory running down the Pacific coast 
from Ecuador for some distance into Peru. 
The Ecuador oll! fields I learned of in Gua- 
yaquil. They have not been touched ae 
yet, and hardly prospected, so that the in- 
formation concerning them is indefinite and 
hazy. I was told, however, that flowing 
wells of crude petroleum are found all 
along the Ecuadorian coast, from Cape St. 


tae 


Helena southward, and that in many places 


‘the flow of oil is such that when the 
weather is calm it covers the gea for a dis- 
tance out from the shore with a greasy 
film. North of Cape St. Helena wells have 
been sunken by Ecuadorians, and some of 
the output has been sent to Guayaquil to 
be used for fuel in the boilers of the steam- 
ers on the Guyas river. 

The parties working the wells, however, 
were natives, and as js usual in many such 
cases, no practical tests were made. From 
what I was told at Guayaquil, I shouid 
think it might pay to investigate this ter- 
ritory. The land on which the Oil exists be- 
longs to the government and any one has 
the right to denounce it. By “‘denounce” I 
mean to take it up for mining purposes, 


One man, under the law, would have the ' 


right to take up twenty claims, each about 
three-eights of a miie long by 1,800 feet 
wide.

It does not furnish as good a light 
as our Americen oil and brings only about 
half as much in the markets here. | am 
told that a large number of the comparies 
who have tried the Peruvian wells have 
lost money, amd the English consul at Lima 
estimates that about $25,000,000 has been 
spent without return. Still there are Eng- 
lish and Italian companies which claim 
that thev are working at a profit, and one 
[talian mamed Mr. Ge Piaggio is now pro 
ducing about 6,000 barrels a month, while 
the London and Pacific Company has tank 
steamers and operates the largest refinery 
on the coast. At present almost all of the 
oil used in South America ts supplied by 
the Standard Oil Company. 
Peruvian Farming. 

The country seenes here are unlike those 
of any part of the world. I can show you 
some of them in giving you a ride with 
me through this winding valley to the foot. 
hills of the Andes. We go on a railroad 
built by an American a couple of decades 
or more ago, but now owned by the Eng- 
lish syndicate known as the Peruvian Cor- 
poration. The cars came from the United 
States and the ties are from Oregon The 
telegraph poles are discarded rails, to which 
supports have been bolted to uphold the 
wires. These iron poles are used on account 
of the little ants which here eat cnything 
wooden, but do mot seem to bother the ties, 
The conductor of the train is a little Peru- 
vian in a linen suit, and on board with us 
we have a traveling postmaster who sel!s 
stamps, takes up the letters from the va- 
rious smail villages and estates as we stop 
and hands out mail to the people who 
come to the train. Notice the little farms 
which we are passing. The fields are fenced 
in with thick walls of mud as high as your 
Waist and irrigating ditches carry 
ling water here and there through 
The water comes from the river, but 
irrigation is carelessly done and a 
part of it goes to waste. There is a rice 
field.

called breakfast. This usually consists of a 
stew of goat meat and rice. At 1 o'clock 
they go back to work, and at 5 stop for the 
day. When they get home they have anoth- 
er stew of meat and rice, and perhaps a 
piece or so of bread. After dinner they sit 
about and talk, and at 8 or 9 o'clock lie 
down in the clothes which they have worn 
all day and go to sleep. They have no edu- 
cation, and not one in a hundred of them 
can read. Their dress costs them almost 
nothing. That of the men is made up of a 
pair of leather sandals and@ a straw hat. 
The women wear cotton dresses and straw 
hats, and fn addition have black woolen 
shawls for feast days and Sundays. The 
men also have what are known as ponchos. 
These are the overcoats of South America. 
They are merely blankets with a short slit 
in the middle large enough to slip the head 
through. They are worn by the better 
classes, @s well as the poor, and are costly 
or otherwise, according to the purse of the 
owner. 

The fine farm machinery which TI have 
written of as being used here is, of course, 
to be found only on the large@ estates. The 
native Peruvians do their werk in the crud- 
est Ways, Oxen with plow#/6f wood tipped 
with iron serve as the motive power. and 
the Indian holds the plow with one hand 
and drives with a goad, as the Palestine 
farmers did in the days of the scriptures,

Bank Statement Was Also Interpreted 
as Distinctly Favorable—Gains 
Ranged from 1 to 3 Points. 


New York, May 7.—The stock market w 
furiously active today. Occasional off¢- 
ings by operators content to take their 
very substantial profits were swallowed up 
with almost no effect on prices. The _ re- 
lease of the Lafayette eliminated the fear 
of a complication with Franc over heh 
seizure. There was some hesitancy in the 
trading until an official confirmation had 
been received from Washington of the good 
news from Manila. Phe continued excite- 
Ment and advance in the wheat market 
gave strength to the stocks of railroads 
running through the wheat belt. The bank 
statement was also interpreted as distinct- 
ly favoruble. The decrease in surplus re- 
serve was due in large part to the increase 
in reserve requirements through the addi- 
tions to deposits and only partly to de- 
crease in cash. The force of the upward 
tendency of prices was remarkable in the 
second hour and the day's net gains ranged 
between 1 and 8 points for most of the lead- 

stocks. 

he animation and strength of the stock 
market during the week has been a strong 
contrast to the lethargy of the early part 
of last week. The market closed with the 
‘furor to buy at the boiling point, and with 
rices at the top level of the week with 
rom 2 to 11 points of net gain in-the 
active railroad stocks. Some of the 
clalties exceed even that. The week’s de- 
velopments in the money market show that 
the long process of preparation to meet 
. the country’s war needs has been com- 
‘pleted. The statement of the New York 
clearing house banks shows an expansion 
in loans and am increase in the deposits 
for the first time since the first week fol- 
lowing the blowing up of the Maine in 
Havana harbor.
